MR  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  OENTLEMEN, 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District. 

Once  more,  it  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  1969  no 
serious  health  disorder  affected  the  community. 

During  1969,  it  was  found  that  the  death  rate  had  fallen  locally  to 
9o5  per  1,000  while  the  birth  rate  had  risen  to  14*6  per  1,000  (figures  adjusted). 
This  latter  figure  is  against  the  National  Trend,  In  1968  it  was  noted  that 
the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  41  (Stillbirths  and  Deaths  under  1 week  combined 
per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths)  and  that  this  was  due  largely  to 'a  high  stillbirth 
rate.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  this  figure  has  fallen  to  27  per  1,000  in  1969  and 
that  this  figure  approximates  more  closely  to  the  National  Average  of  23  per  1,000, 

Several  features  are  'of  interest  and  should  be  noted.  Three  Health 
Visitors  are  attached  now  to  two  of  Bishop's  Stortford's  G-eneral  Medical  Practices 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  arrangement  will  become  more  widespread. 

During  the  summer  months  of  1969,  a considerable  number  of  incidents  of 
"Summer  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting”  were  reported,  particularly  among  school  children 
and  their  teachers.  As  usual,  in  these  circumstances,  the  incidence  was 
seasonaaUo  Towards  the  end  of  1969  the  epidemic  of  influenza  affecting  Britain 
manifested  itself  in  Bishop's  Stortford  and  the  severity  of  the  epidemic  was 
reflected  in  the  greatly  increased  number  of  claims  for  sickness  benefit.  It 
should  be  noted  that  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District  Council  attempted  to  offset 
the  effects  of  the  epidemic  by  offering  prophylactic  vaccination  against  influenza 
to  all  their  employees  but  the  benefits  of  vaccination  were  difficult  to  assess 
in  the  absence  of  a clinical  control. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  throughout  the  year  was 
supported  by  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council.

School  Health  Service  School  Health  Service  Regulations  (1964-1965) 

have  suggested  that  alternative  methods  of 
examination  of  school  children  at  the  ages  of 
5,  9s  12  and  15  years  should  be  investigated. 

It  would  appear  from  these  reports  that  routine 
examination  of  all  children  at  9s  12,  and  I5 
did  not  allow  the  maximum  value  and  p otential 
of  the  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  to  be 
realised.  As  a result  a selective  system  of 
medical  examinations  is  in  use.  The  method  of 
selection  of  children  for  examination  is  based 
upon  the  opinions  or  requests  of  parents p 
children's  teachers  and  the  doctors  and  nurses 
of  the  School  Health  Service,  At  present,  it 
is  too  early  to  assess  the  advantage  of  this 
system  over  its  predecessor.

(3)  Voluntary  Services 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  bring  to  people's  notice  the  various 
amenities  in  a town.  In  order  to  try  to  overcome  this,  a leaflet 
entitled  "The  Retired  Resident"  was  published.  This  leaflet  (financed 
by  the  Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Committee)  was  produced  by  the  Old 
Peoples'  Welfare  Committee.  The  aim  of  this  leaflet  is  to  outline 
clearly  available  facilities  (e.g.  Rent  and  Rate  Rebate  schemes,  Local 
Traders'  Concessions).  It  is  hoped  that  this  approach  will  be 
acceptable,  especially  to  the  elderly  to  whom  such  information  is 
unfortunately  only  too  often  inaccessible  and  this  year  the  leaflet 
was  distributed  widely  in  Christmas  parcels. 

The  Family  Planning  Association,  in  co-operation  with  Hertfordshire 
County  Council,  began  a morning  clinic  in  Bishop's  Stortford's  Health 
Centre.  The  creche  at  the  centre  allows  m others , unable  to  attend 
evening  clinics  at  the  Herts  and  Essex  Hospital  to  come  to  the  clinic 
in  the  morning.

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MORTALITY  TABLE  - MAIN  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  (12) notified  during  the  year. 
The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  8,6  per  1,000  population;  a figure  which  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  remain  the  most  common  cause  of  death 
in  the  area.  There  has  been  a slight  increase  (3)  in  the  deaths  between  ages 
15  and  65  attributed  to  ischaemic  heart  disease.

INFANT  AND  PERINATAL  MORTALITY 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  Bishop's  Stortford  in  1969  was  11  per 
1,000  live  births.  This  incidence  is  lower  than  the  recorded  figure  for 
1968  and  compares  favourably  to  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  (I8  per 
1,000)  and  County  of  Hertford  (14  per  1,000), 

One  of  the  four  infant  deaths  recorded  could  be  attributed  to  congenital 
deformation. 

In  1968  the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  abnormally  high  (4I  per  1,000), 
Fortunately  this  trend  was  reversed  in  I969  (27  per  1,000).  This  was  due  to 
a reduction  in  the  number  of  stillbirths.  Any  attempt  to  explain  this  reversal 
in  the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  in  such  a short  time  would  be  purely 
speculative.  At  present  all  investigations  have  failed  to  reveal  an 
underlying  cause.

Only  twenty  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  the  year®  This  showed  a change  in 
the  epidemiological  pattern  of  this  disease  which  can  he  attributed  to  the 
widespread  use  of  the  Measles  Vaccine  in  this  town*

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(7 ) Swimming  Pools 

Sixty  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  five  sv/imming  pools  in  the  area, 
including  four  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  samples 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 

(8)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

In  the  year  under  review  collapse  of  surface  water  sewers  occurred  in  two 
instances.  The  sites  involved  were  in  Hadham  Road  and  in  the  lane  joining 
Stansted  Road  to  Lea  Close,  Fortunately  investigation  revealed  neither 
collapse  to  be  extensive.  The  necessary  repairs  were  carried  out. 

The  Haymieads  Lane  sewer  was  completed  in  136$  c The  open  sewer  which  it 
replaced  was  found  to  be  both  a nuisance  to  the  residents  of  the  area  and  a 
Public  Health  hazard. 

To  enable  the  building  of  the  new  sewage  works,  it  was  thought  advisable 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  Inspectors  to  construct  a 
Pasveer  Ditch,  This  measure  will  enable  a satisfactory  effluent  to  be 
maintained  during  the  building  operations®  It  is  expected  that  work  on 
the  Pasveer  Ditch  will  be  completed  in  1970,

84  properties  were  disinfested  and  405  wasp’s  nests  were  destroyed  diaring  the 
year.  The  wasp's  nests  were  dealt  with  by  Rentokil  Laboratories  Limited  on  behalf 
of  the  Council, 

1969  was  a peak  year  for  wasp’s  nests  in  the  town  and  the  number  of  nests 
destroyed  has  only  been  exceeded  twice  during  the  last  eleven  years  - in  1 959  when 
457  wasp's  nests  were  dealt  with  and  in  19^7  when  the  figure  was  415* 

(8)  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Details  of  the  observations  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  19^9,  in  connection 
with  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  are  given  in  Table  I,  The  sites  listed 
in  this  table  are  all  in  the  same  classification  as  Bishop's  Stortford  and  a 
comparison  of  the  amount  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  of  the  various  towns 
listed  reveals  that  the  level  of  pollution  in  Bishop’s  Stortford  can  be  regarded  as 
reasonably  satisfactory. 

It  will  be  noted  that  although  the  amounts  of  pollution  are  generally  small, 
the  yearly  average  concentration  of  sulphui'  dioxide  in  Bishop's  Stortford  was  the 
lowest  of  all  the  sites  listed  in  Table  I, 


Table  II  sets  out  the  air  pollution  averages  at  both  stations  in  the  town  since 
recordings  commenced  locaHy,  The  downward  trend  in  pollution,  though  small  in 
amount,  is  most  encouraging. 


Table  III  gives  details  of  the  average  monthly  concentrations  in  Bishop's 


Stortford  during  1969.
